GENERAL INFORMATION 
HOW TO OBTAIN FREE PUBLICATIONS 


Publications are free, as long as the supply lasts, unless a price is given. On general 
requests not more than one copy each of 10 publications is allowed. Justification is 
required if more are requested. Use the following instructions as a guide. 


Educational Institutions: 


Libraries and instructors may obtain as many as one each of 100 free publications. 
Justification is required if more are ordered. The Department is unable to supply 
them in quantity for individual textbook use. 


Extension Workers: 


Publications can be had in quantities if application has cleared through the State 
extension publications-distribution officer. His office is usually located at the State 
college. In many cases the distribution officer is the State extension director or State 
extension editor. Clearance is not required if 50 or fewer publications are ordered. 
Send letters not requiring clearance to the Distribution Section, Division of Manage- 
ment Operations, Federal Extension Service, U.S. Department of Agriculture, Wash- 
ington 25, D.C. | 


In requesting popular publications (Farmers’ Bulletins, Leaflets, and Home and 
Garden Bulletins) county extension agents are asked to use their copy of the Annual 
Inventory of UDSA Popular Publications and the monthly supplements in the Exten- 
sion Service Review. | | 


Foreign Governments, Institutions, Residents: 

No publications issued by the Department of Agriculture will be sent regularly to 
any foreign government, organization or private agency unless exchange arrangements 
have been made by the Director of the Library of the Department of Agriculture, who 
will be glad to arrange for such exchange of publications. All inquiries concerning 
exchange should be addressed to the Library, U.S. Department of Agriculture, Wash- 
ington 25, D.C. Residents or institutions may purchase copies of any listed publica- 
tion from the Superintendent of Documents in accordance with the instructions under 
How to Order Publications Marked With an Asterisk.

Organizations (nonprofit) : 


Library or office copies of free publications will be furnished on request. Considera- 
tion will also be given to quantity requests if effective distribution can be assured.

Radio:

Before publicizing a publication please obtain permission, as 
otherwise the supply on hand might not be sufficient to meet the demand. 


Teachers: 

Libraries and instructors may obtain as many as one each of 100 free publications. 
Justification is required if more are ordered. The Department is unable to supply 
them in quantity for individual textbook use. 


How To Order: 

After consulting the above guide write your name and address plainly. Send orders 
for free publications to the Publications Division, Office of Information, U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Washington 25, D.C. Give title of bulletin and order number. 
To hasten action on your request, group the publications by the order-number letter 
and list numerically.

HOW TO ORDER PUBLICATIONS MARKED WITH AN ASTERISK 


Send order together with remittance for publications marked with an asterisk (*) 
to the Superintendent of Documents, Government Printing Office, Washington 25, 
D.C. Remittances can be made by coupons which are sold by the Superintendent of 
Documents in the denomination of 5¢, postal money order, express order, or personal 
check. Currency may be sent at sender’s risk. Foreign money cannot be accepted. 
Do not send postage stamps. 

Persons who make frequent purchases from the Superintendent of Documents may 
find a deposit account convenient. Deposits of $25.00 or more are accepted whereby 
orders may be placed without making individual remittances or first obtaining quota- 
tions. Order blanks are furnished for this.purpose. Sufficient deposit to take care 
of publications ordered must be on hand at all times. 

Postage is not required for shipment within the United States, its Territories, 
Canada, Cuba, Mexico, Newfoundland (including Labrador), and all Central and 
South American countries except as hereinafter noted. For shipment to all other 
foreign countries, including Argentina, Brazil, French and Dutch Guiana, and British 
Honduras, it is necessary to include in your remittance the regular rate of postage plus 
one-fourth of the price of the publication or publications requested. Remittances from 
foreign countries should be made by international money order, or draft on a bank in 
the United States, payable to the Superintendent of Documents. Exception: When 
subscribing for a periodical do not send postage, as this is provided for in the foreign 
subscription price. , 

A discount of 25 percent is allowed to authorized book dealers and to purchasers 
of 100 or more copies of one publication on condition that the purchasers will adhere 
to the public sale price set by the Superintendent of Documents and that publications 
shall not be overprinted with any advertising matter.

They may include statistics on production, move- 
ment from the farm, receipts at principal markets, reshipments, farm and market 
prices, exports and imports, and foreign production and prices. They are of particular 
interest to persons actually engaged in marketing, or any business affected by agrieul- 
tural production and marketing. 


TECHNICAL BULLETINS 
Technical Bulletins present results of research work carried on by the Department of 
Agriculture and its cooperators. They are written in technical language and are 
intended chiefly for distribution to scientists and specialists in the fields studied. 
Usually a comparatively small edition is printed which limits the number of copies that 
are available for free distribution. 
UTILIZATION RESEARCH REPORTS 
Semitechnical or semipopular reports, with emphasis on the application of the 
information in the utilization of farm products. 
YEARBOOK OF AGRICULTURE 
An annual publication devoted to articles on agricultural problems, new develop- 
ments in agriculture, and research findings. 
AGRICULTURAL STATISTICS 
The annual statistical compendium issued by the Department covering virtually 


all phases of agriculture.

NOTICES OF JUDGMENT 


Content.—Notices of judgment give the essential facts of seizure and prosecution 
of cases brought under the Federal Insecticide, Fungicide, and Rodenticide Act 
approved June 25, 1947. Notices are not issued at specific intervals but are published 
in groups after the termination of the cases in court. 

Distribution is free. Persons wishing to receive notices of judgment in regard to 
insecticides, fungicides, rodenticides, herbicides, and devices may have their names 
placed on the mailing list by applying to the Plant Pest Control Division, Agricultural 
Research Service, U.S. Department of Agriculture, Washington 25, D.C. 


PERIODIC REPORTS OF THE AGRICULTURAL MARKETING SERVICE 
(Including crop and livestock, market news, and situation reports) 


Content—The Agricultural Marketing Service regularly issues crop and livestock - 
production, prices received and paid, farm labor, and cold storage reports. In co- 
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operation with many of the State Departments of Agriculture, the AMS also gathers 
and distributes market news on supply, demand, quality, prices and movement of 
agricultural products. Market news reports are issued on all major farm commodities, 
including cotton, cottonseed, dairy and poultry products, fruits and vegetables, grain 
and related products, feed molasses, livestock, meats, wool, tobacco, naval stores, 
honey, and peanuts. Economic analyses of the above statistics, in terms of supplies 
of particular products, demand for those products, and the resulting outlook for prices 
and farm income, are published later in commodity situation reports for cotton, dairy, 
fats and oils, feed, livestock and meat, poultry and eggs, rice, sugar, tobacco, vegetables, 
wheat, and wool. An overall Demand and Price Situation is also published, as well 
as The Farm Income Situation, The National Food Situation, and The Marketing 
and Transportation Situation. A complete listing of the periodic reports, with 
scheduled release dates, is issued soon after the first of each year.

RURAL LINES 


Content.—Rural Lines is a monthly review of REA-financed rural electrification 
and rural telephone activity in the United States. The periodical contains articles, 
discussions, and news items and pictures on the efficient use of electrical equipment 
on the farm and in the farm home; on the use of electricity in rural industry, hospitals 
and other community enterprises; on new developments in the fields of rural electrifica- 
tion and rural telephony; and on management activities of rural electric and rural 
telephone systems financed by RHA.

Content.—Statistical Summary, prepared for ready-reference desk use, is a monthly 
4-page condensation from regular crop and livestock reports and other statistical 
data. It covers production estimates or prospects for various crops, farmers’ average 
prices compared with effective parity prices, farm-retail price spreads, farmers’ cash 
receipts by States, and various other statistical information. —_ '

MOTION PICTURES 


The motion pictures produced by the Motion Picture Service, Office of Information, 
Department of Agriculture, are informational and instructional. They are designed 
to aid in disseminating information on agricultural products, their production, dis- 
tribution, and utilization. They demonstrate improved methods in agriculture and 


_ home economics, stress the need for conservation of soil, forests, and other resources, 


explain the production credit system, forestry, land use, marketing, rural electrifica- 
tion, and kindred subjects, and help to increase the effectiveness of cooperative 
extension work. 

The Department has available approximately 250 sound and a few silent releases; 
some are available in both 16-mm and 35-mm widths; and many are in color. Ap- 
proximately 175 of these films have been released for television use. Prints of 
Department films in the 16-mm width may be borrowed from 75 cooperating film 
libraries in the 50 States, the District of Columbia, and the Territory of Puerto Rico, 
or may be purchased outright at nominal cost. A listing of the films, with short 
descriptions, names and addresses of cooperating film libraries, and details regarding 
their loan and purchase is available from the Motion Picture Service, Office of 
Information, U.S. Department of Agriculture, Washington 25, D.C.
